WHY IS A NICE GIRL LIKE J. ORR’ 
RIDING AROUND IN A POLICE CAR?

(ED. NOTE: The Colum- 
bus Division. of Police is 
currently campaigning to 
attract minority applicants 
of both sexes for the next 
cadet class. Under a 
Federal court order, CPD 
is required to include 45- 
percent’ blacks in each 
Class for the next several 
years. As a public service, 
the CALL & POST 
assigned a reporter to ob- 
serve some black police 
officers in various assign- 
ments to give potential ap- 
plicants a first-person view 
of police work from the in- 
side out: The following is 
the second in a series of 
three.) 


What's a nice middie- 
class black girl like Judy 


Orr doing riding around in 
@ police car-in the middie 
of the night? She’s just 
doing her job. 

Judy is a cop. One of the 
10 women presently 
assigned to the patrol 
bureau who graduated 
with 37 men from the 


police academy's “class of . 


'76" this past March. 

As such, Orr is a part of 
history, for she is a._mem- 
ber of the first group of 
women to enter the police 
force on an equal basis 
with men. 

Prior to 
enroliment, female 
“patrolmen” (the official 
term of rank is now 
“police officer’) were 
tested, trained and 
assigned on a different 
basis than males. Upon 
graduation from the 


last year's 


academy, instead of being 
assigned to patrol — as 
was customary for all male 
officers women were 
assigned to “female” jobs: 
typing, filing, working with 
delinquent children, com- 
munity relations, and other 
non-hazardous positions. 
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Occasionally, women of- 
ficers were used in under- 
cover assignments, on a 
voluntary basis, but such 
occasions were the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. 
Today's rule is that 
women and men are to be 
treated - and’assigned ~ 


equally, without regard to 
race, religion ~~ or -sex: 
How is it working? Accor- 
ding to Capt. James G. 
Jackson, commander of 
the patrol bureau’s "B” 
Company, the women are 
carrying their share of the 
load. 
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Jackson, who was 
openty skeptical when the 
new policy went into ef- 
fect, now says he is con- 
vinced that. women can 
serve as well as men in 
police patrol work. “‘I 
wouldn’t mind having 50

“We will also be concer- 
ned with bringing minority 
businesses into the City’s 
competitive bidding 
process,”’ he said. 
Holloway pointed out this 
will’ be accomplished 
through ae series of 
education and information 
workshops for minority 
[businesses. 

The contract compliance 
function began under the 
City's Community 
Relations Commission, 
Holloway noted, and was 
later placed under the 
Community Services Dept. 
and the Mayor's office, 
where it began to grow in 


stature. ‘ 

The Moody Ad- 
ministration initiated 
legislation to put some 
teeth in the contract com- 
pliance function, Holloway 
stated. 

“The administration 
recognized that the City of 
Columbus,” Holloway said, 
“Is the fastest-growing 
community in the State. 
The city could not con- 
tinue to grow physically 
and economically ifthe 
minority community, which 
comprises over 18 percent 
of the population, did not 
benefit from such growth."

it was the pastor of St. 
Andrew's Baptist Church's 
first statement since con- 
victed by a jury in Juvenile 
Court last week of 
fathering an_ illegitimate 


child. 

As expected, there was 
Standing room only at the 
church, in anticipation of a 
response to the recent 
charge and guilty finding, 
from Rev. Futrell. Before 
the pastor came forward to 


make his statement, an 
associate minister 
“thanked God" for all 


those in attendance, “the 
ones who came to worship 
as well as the ones who 
came to look.” 

Before Futrel!l made his 
entrance, the choirs sang 
“Only One Bridge Will 
Take You To Heaven,” and 
“One of These Days,” as 


members of the con- 
gregation shouted with 
hysteria, one having to be 
carried out. 

As Futrell took his place 
in the pulpit, the “spirit” 
quieted itself to a dead 
silence, no one wanting to 
miss a word of his sermon 
that day. 

The Rev. began by 
thanking “Baptist ministers 
in’ America,” for calling 
him and voicing their gup- 
port. He said he received 
calls from “ali across the 
country" (apparently they 
read the Call & Post in

Judge Finds Rev. Futrell Guilty

An eight person jury, 
consisting of seven men 
and one woman have 
found Rev. Frank Futrell, 
who is pastor of St. An- 
drew's Missionary Baptist 
Church, guilty in fathering 
the child of a 26 year old 
professional Cleveland 
woman who at one time 
was a member of his 
congregation. 

The jury deliberated for 
one hour before reaching a 
verdict in the case. 

The complaint of 
bastardy, which was filed 
by the young woman 


earlier this year, charged 
that Rev. Futrell, who is 
pastor of St. Andrew's, 
10629 Mountview Avenue, 
is the father of her five- 
year-old son. 

Rev. Futrell, 49, who 
lives at 4508 East 135th 
Street denied, under oath, 
ever having any type of 
contact with the woman 
other than what he referred 
to as “social activities of 
the church.” 

The woman quickly 
made shambles of his 
testimony, however, by 
giving the jury explicit 
description of birthmarks 
and detailed information 


concerning a unique mole 
described to be “about the 
size of a large pea" which 
she said Rev. Futrell 
possesses on his sexual 


organ. 
She also gave in- 
formation regarding the 


meeting places of the two 
which she said not only in- 
cluded various hotels and 
motels throughout the city, 
but also hasty afternoon 
junkets at Rev. Fitrell’s 
home while his wife was at 
work. 

She told the court that 
Rev. Futrell had never 
denied being the father of

“personal reasons."’ He 
succeeded the Rev. H.H. 
Teague, who died in 1967 
after pastoring the far

Another reliable source, 
suggested that the retiring 
minister may be experien- 
cing health problems of 
which he was too proud to 
burden his congregation 
with. It was further 
speculated that he had 
been. unhappy with his

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Dead Man’s Family Urges Police Probe

The dead man is Thomas 
Watkins, 1152.E. 23rd Ave. 
He was shot and fatally 
wounded with a bullet to 
the back last Friday after 
allegedly holding a pistol 
to the head of SWAT Sgt. 
Allen Lashley, one of two 
undercover officers who 
Opened fire after reportedly 
warning him to halt. 

The teany was. dispat- 
ched to the area, police 


said, after -someone 
phoned Connie's Pizza, 
1944 WN. Fourth -St.; 


requesting a pizza be 
delivered to 1149 E. 23rd 
St. Authorities say pizza 
deliverymen had been vic- 
timized five times by armed 
gunmen in the past several 
months. — 

According to police, 
Lashley and Pti. Harlan Hill 
arrived at the delivery ad- 
dress in an unmarked car 
at the suggestion of rob- 
bery detectives. While Hill 
temained in the vehicle, 
Lashley epproached the 
address with a pizza box. 
Watkins is said to have ap- 
proached Lashley from 
across the street, putting a 
38 caliber revolver to the 
officer's head an announ- 
cing the stickup. 

Hill then jumped from 
the car and identified him- 
self,- police said. fhe

to flee across the street 
when he was shot in the 
back - Lashley firing twice,

Watkins died in Univer- 
sity Hospital about three 
hours later, hospital of- 
ficials reported. 

Homicide Lt. Richard 
Hartman said the officers 
showed “tremendous 
restraint” in having to fire 
only three times on the 
dimty-tit’ street: He said 
authorities ‘ have the 
stickup weapon, a .38 
caliber biue-steel revolver 
in custody as property

The victim's mother, Mrs. 
Willa Mae Watkins, 1106 E. 
24th Ave., felt her son was 
the only person on the 
street at the time and 
therefore, “had to be the 
suspect.” She maintained 
Watkins had taken a 
defiating tire off his car 
earlier and sent it to a 
Cleveland Ave. garage. 

According to Mrs. 
Watkins, he looked out the 
front door and noticed 
another tire was deflating. 
She said he told his wife 
he was going outside to 
change the tire.

Mrs. Watkins, who went 
to the scene, said officers 
attempted to accuse the 
victim's wife Joann of 
making the call to the 
pizza shop, saying it was a 
woman who made the call. 

“Even if he did what 
police said, he did not 
deserve to be killed. | 
realize police have to 
protect themselves, but if a 
person's running away, 
why didn't they shoot him 
in the leg? It seems they 
came to kill rather than 
avert a robbery,” the 
younger Watkins said. 

Mrs. Watkins called the 
officers “trigger-happy” 
and said she's convinced 
officers were out to kill in- 
stead of apprehend. She 
questioned whether they 
identified themselves 
Properly or wait long 
enough for her dead son to 
stop - if he actually was the 
robber. She added to her 
knowledge, Watkins did 
not have a gun and officers 
on the scene would not 
reveal to her what type of 
gun was taken from the 
scene

31, 1977, according to an 
authoritative source. 

Pastor Carter, in connec- 
tion with his charge, con- 
ducted a 24 hour radio- 
station call-in prayer ser- 
vice program. He was 
recognized as one of the 
most reserved Baptist 
ministers of the city, but he 
was also as a 
knowledgeable _‘Biblical 
scholar and an eloquent 


speaker. 

And while he had ex- 
perienced healthy relation- 
ship with the black com- 
munity, he was the object 
of a series of frightening 
harassment incidents in 
1969 and 1970 after he 
moved into the church 
parish in a white neigh- 
borhood. 

In July, 1969, shortly af- 
ter he moved into the 
parish at 1358 Studer Ave., 
he complained of the 
hedges around his home 
had been “mutilated” by 
unknown vandals. A sec- 
tion of the hedge was also 
cut without his permission. 

On Dec. 3, 1970, the 
harassment was intensified

when his home was 
firebombed by unknown 
persons. A man who suf- 
fered fire burns about the 
same time of the bombing, 
was picked up by police 
for investigation bit he 
was not charged after sub- 
mitting to a lie detector 
test. Although the suspect 
could not be identified, a 
witness reported seeing a 
man with his clothes on 
fire running from the 
residence that night. 

During this same period, 
the Carter family withstood 
such nerve-wracking in- 
cidents as finding dead 
birds on the front steps on 
two consecutive ae 
receiving threatening calls, 
Ku Klux Kian literature and 
even finding dead rats on 
their doorsteps. 

Carter, although ob- 
viously frightened, stayed 
put, saying such “violence 
is as dangerous and 
destructive as riots or the 
Vietnam War.” © 

Taking note of these 
vicious incidents, one 
source reasoned that if 
Carter withstood such 

s harassments, it 
is almost inconceivable 
that he would back away 
from any controversy that 
— arise among his own 


But on the other hand, 
the source suggested that 
if Carter submitted his 
resignation in hope of it 
being rejected by the 
church body, “he’s in for a 
sad disappointment. It will 
be accepted and the pulpit 
of Hosack Baptist will be 
declared vacant until a 
successor to the obviously 
troubled pastor can be 
located,” the source obser- 
ved.

Testimony from the 


young woman's mother 
supported her daughter's 
earlier statement when she 
told the court that Rev. 
Futrell had stopped by her 
home ‘often. and left with 
her daughter. 

Attorney Robert J. Lewis, 
who handied the case for 
the young woman, called 
Rev. Futrell,” a poor ex- 
cuse for a minister,” and 


said that he had been con-" 


fident of the outcome of 
the case from the begin- 
ning.

Halfway House Board 
Urges Several Goals 


To Counter State Law 


The governing board of 
Traynor House, iInc., a 
home for released female 
offenders, has implement- 
ed several goals which to 
counteract the enactment 
of a State General 
Assembly law which 
purportedly authorizes the 
Adult Parole Authority -to 
pay only 75 per cent per 
capita costs on facilities 
with full capacities. 

According to Virgil 
Hollingsworth, board of 
directors member , such a 
law would authorize the 
Ohio Dept. of Retab- 
ilitation to institute a quota 
system which will permit 
them only to assign and 
pay for-a relatively small 
number of clients. 

Hollingsworth said there 
are currently 12 clients 
residing at Traynor House, 
located at 222 King Ave., 
however, the department 
only allots spaces for five 
clients. He said the law 
thus necessitiates the 
reduction of seven clients 
at the home, leaving them 
no other alternative except 
welfare or to be returned to

Hollingsworth said the 
Board's proposals to the 
Rehabilitation Dept. in- 
clude the restoration of 
$534,000 which was taken 
out of the per diem fund 
and thereby maintains a 
$21.50 per diem rate for the 
remainder of the current 
fiscal year. 

Also, the Board member 
continued, quotas and 
separation of funds 
imposed by the department 
should be rescinded. Fin- 
ally, halfway houses 
should receive per diem 
fees for an average daily 
population of 220 residents 
under supervision of the 
Department and Common 
Pleas Court until Dec. 31 
of this year. 

Begining Jan. 1, 1977 
until June 30, such halfway 
houses should receive the 
fees for an average daily 
population of 300 residents 
under similar supervision, 
Hollingsworth said.

The apathy of parents is 
the greatest problem affec- 
ting teachers’ instruction 
according to a National 
Education Association sur- 
vey. : 

Teachers indicate their 
major concern regarding 
school discipline is “too 
little support from 
parents.” 

Indifferent students rank 
second-highest among 30 
instruction-related 
problems listed in this third 
NEA biennial survey. 

The public and the 
teachers are in close 
agreement. The annual 
Gallup Poll of the public’s 
attitudes toward the public 
schools, released in Sep- 
tember, listed as the main 
cause for the declining test 
scores “less parent atten- 
tion, concern, and super- 
vision for the child.” 
“Parents themselves,” the 
Gallup report noted, “are 
readily accepting the 
blame and are not trying to 
place the burden on the 
schools, as one might ex- 
pect them to do.” 

The reason next-most- 
often mentioned 
Gallup study, again in line 
with the. later NEA _fin- 
dings, was lack of student 
motivation. Among other 
top listings were too much 
television and the per- 
missive society. More than 
three-fourths of the Gallup 
respondents thought it 
would be good for schools 
to offer courses for parents 
“to help them helps their 
children in school.”

Last week, the Ohio Supreme Court, in 
a decision, upheld the constitutionality of 
this state's death penalty. 

Despite this decision, not one of the 61 
Prisoners now on death row in this state, 
will be executed anytime soon. It appears 
that no state is willing to carry through 
an execution until the United States 
Supreme Court gives a real definitive 
decision clearing all doubt about the 
legality of the death penalty. 

While the U.S. Supreme Court has 
rendered several decisions in various 
death penalty cases, enough loopholes 
have been left for other judges and 
attorneys to, so far, prevent the carrying 


Out of any death penalty. 

in the meantime, state courts continue 
to ee out death sentences, thus adding 
to the death row population in every state 
prison, 

it's about time that our highest courts 
stop dodging this issue. Society has a 
right to know whether executions are 
legal or not. As it is, prisoners receiving 
the death penalty do so with impunity 
because they feel it will never be carried 
out. Some of them even look forward to 
getting out of prison ere long. 

This prolonged indecision by our 
courts, is making a mockery of trials 
involving the death penalty. This is 
certainly not good for a disturbed public 
that is fed up with unbridled lawlessness - 
in our communities. 


Students Name History’s 
Heroes - Dr. King Listed Ist 


Who do college students respect 
most? Who are their heroes? - 

A University of Florida professor 
recently posed these questions as a 
Classroom assignment and obtained 
some startling results. 

Dr. William Goldhurst asked 100 
sophomore humanities students: at 
Gainsville, Fla., to name their heroes, 
applying the concept of “The Nine 
Worthies,”’ a list of world leaders 
selected by medieval historians as the 
greatest heroes of all time. The students’ 
selections are rep s-ted in the Autumn 
1976 issue of Horizon, the magazine of 
world history, art and culture. 

The students were asked to name 
Outstanding people from any era so long 
as the nominees reflected values in 
which the students believed. The 
individuals receiving the greatest number 
of votes were, in-sequential order, Martin 
Luther King, Jr., Henry Kissinger, John F. 
Kennedy and Abraham Lincoln. This 
group was followed by Winston 
Churchill, Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
Albert Einstein, and Ralph Nader. The 
* ninth named was Mao-Tse-tung. 

The reasons given by the students for 
their selections were these: King died in 
a noble cause; Kissinger travels world- 
wide seeking peace; Kennedy advanced 
civil rights and aid to the elderly; Lincoln 
freed the slaves and preserved the 
Union; Roosevelt led the way out of the 
Great Depression; Churchill withstood 
the Nazis; Einstein added a new 


’ 
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dimension to our understanding. of the 
universe; Ralph Nader protects the 
consumer from being ripped off by 
industry and big business; Mao brought 
China into the twentieth century. 

To the students, leadership meant the 
ability to meet a great challenge, 
according to Dr. Goldhurst, an associate 
professor of English and the Humanities. 
It also meant bringing hope to those in 
despair. 

The Horizon article points out that 
artists, composers, poets and thinkers 
were not overlooked by the students. 
Shakespeare, Beethoven and Picasso 
received about 10 votes each. Darwin, 
Freud, Karl Marx, Socrates and Jesus 
were also among the 10 percenters. 
Adolph Hitler received four votes. John 
Mitchell and Richard M. Nixon each 
received three. 

Among the worthies who received only 
a. single vote were Linda Lovelace, 
Marilyn Monroe, Hugh Hefner, Mark 
Spitz, Joe Namath, Jim Thorpe, Babe 
Ruth, Vince Lombardi, Dr. Spock, Lance 
Rentz! and Wilbur Mills. 

Among those nominated but not in the 
running were Billie Jean King, Gloria 
Steinem, Betty Friedan, Shirley Chisholm, 
Moshe Dayan, Golda Meir, Neil Arm- 
strong, Willlam F. Buckley, Marco Polo 
and Salvador Dali. 

Anonymous received two votes for the 
poetry he had composed through the 
ages. Dr. Goldhurst received two votes 
for assigning what was termed a 
“fascinating project.”

NEW BLOOD TEST 
DETECTION OF CANCER: 

Two scientists say they have in- 
advertently found a substance in the blood 
of cancer patients that could provide an 
early warning system for the dread 
disease. Drs. J.C. Morrison and E.T, 
Bucovaz of the University of Tennessee 
said that tests of 4,200 persons showed 
the system was nearly 90 per cent 
accurate in identifying whether patients 
had cancer. 

They told delegates at a meeting of the 
American Chemical Society that- if- it 
proves itself in further studies, the blood 
test could in three years be part of routine 
yearly physical examinations. 

Numerous other blood tests have been 
devised by scientists in the search for a 
foolproof way to detect cancer at an early 
stage. No test yet devised has been 
successful enough to be widely adopted. 

The two scientists said they began their 
research looking at something quite 
different - the structure of yeast cells. In 
trying to find a protein molecule in the 
cells, they mixed the yeast with human 
blood ‘fo see if the molecule they were 
looking for would combine with a different 
protein in the blood. : 

By chance, the blood they were using 
came from a cancer patient. And they 
found that a protein in the blood did latch 
onto the yeast protein. When they 
repeated their experiment with blood from 
a healthy person, it didn't work - the 
proteins did not combine. With 87 per cent 


of the cancer patients they tested later, 
they said, the combining occurred; in 91 
per cent of the cancer-free patients there 
was no combination. 


ALCOHOL DAMAGES BRAIN TISSUE: » 

Destruction of brain tissue is prevalent 
among chronic alcoholics, including those 
middie aged and younger, according to 
two studies at a Chicago Medical Center. 
The studies, recently completed at Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medical Center, 
covered two sets of alcoholic patients, 
ranging in age from 34 to 74-and from 31 
to 


69. 

Both showed “Brain atrophy, a possible 
irreversible loss of brain tissue often 
associated with old age,” among the 
patients, the institution said. 

in the first group, researchers found the 
size of brain ventricles, small cavities in 
the brain, were “much | " in chronic 
alcoholics than in non-alcoholic lents. 
But it was not known if this resulted in a 
loss of intellectual function. 

The second group consisted of 46 
alcoholic patients, ages 31 to 69 years old, 
While atrophy was most prevalent in those 
patients between 50 and 59 years, "48 per 
cent of the patients evidencing atrophy 
were under age 50, and 25.8 per cent were 
younger than 40.”

Zena A. Stein and 
Mervyn W. Susser, a husband and wife 
team at the Columbia University School of 
Public Health. Their work was published 
recently in the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

“The most important point is that 
prenatal exposure to famine has a 
postnatal effect on young adults,” Susser 
said. He said the findings support two 


separate theories of why children grow up 
to be fat or slim. 
Or. Susser stated further that his 


findings supports the theory that 
deprivation of food during the early 
months AM ah 0 affects development 
of the child’s alamus, the part of his 
brain that controls appetite.

countries to the point that tourist have 
been frightened away from some of the 
West Indies vacation islands. 

From what | saw of the Jamaican 
people, | feel sure that they have the good 
sense and discipline to do nothing that 
will-hurt themselves or their country. 

Jamaica is a beautiful island, combining 
fine, beaches, fertile plains and lofty 
verdant mountains. The people are 
charming and friendly and colorful. 

Kingston, its capital and largest city, 
with its high buildings and crowded 
streets, looks much like an American city. 
The city is being rebuilt. Its water front is 
being reconstructed. New buildings are 
vying with the port areas for needed 
space. 

Modern shipping facilities with 
warehouses, some already completed, will 
eventually make Kingston one of the best 
ports in the Caribbean. This should be a 
big boost for the island's economy. 

Some $570,000,000 is being invested in 
this redevelopment. The project is 
expected to be completed by 1980, and 
create some 40,000 new jobs. 

Since Jamiaca is an English speaking 
island (although much of their talk is hard 
to understand) this makes it easy for 
Americans to get around. The units of 
money are the same as ours, so this is also 
a big convenience, for there is nothing 
more frustrating than trying to figure out 
strange money. 

American and Canadian companies play 
a big part in Jamaica's economy. The 
Aluminum Company of America (Alcoa) 
purchases much of the bauxite of which 
Jamica is the second largest world 
Producer. Bauxite and other mineral 
Products are the largest producers of 
foreign exchange. 

The Jamaica Tourist Board, with its fine 
staff, makes visiting the island a real 
pleasure. The Board 6perates offices in 
the United States in New York, Chicago, 


Detroit, Philadelphia, Los Angeles, Atlanta . 


and Miami. No passport is needed to visit 
the country. 

One thing noticeable in Jamaica, is the 
great pride the ‘people have. While there 

_ are many stores and shops operated by 
whites, there is a growing nationalism that 
Strives for eventual jamaica ownership and 
control of its business. The island is 95% 
black. 

This was my second visit to Jamaica. 
Each visit was a delightful one. It is always 
good to visit a country where blacks are in 
control.

Taft, a Republican and the son of the late Sen 
Robert A. Taft, who had the distinction of holding t 
title of “Mr, Republican,” lost to Democrat Metzen 
baum by an overwhelming majority... 

But while the sun is apparently setting in the long 
and successful career of Taft Jr., it is gradually rising 
under the stateside horizon for yet another Taft. 

Seth Taft, serving his second term as Cuy: 
County Commissioner, during a visit to Columbus last 
week for a soot ice eS ohmning ot lta mg ir 

, said he Is presen ing ing 
Aaeitlican: gubernatorial nomination in 1978. 
A Son, a first cousin to Sen. Taft, indicated that he 
would probably not seek the nomination if Gov, 
James A. Rhodes decides to aspire for another term. 

He further indicated that he will not back down for 
any other potential Republican gubernatorial can- 
didate, Including William B. Saxbe, retiring Am- 
bassador to india. 

Saxbe, former Ohio Senator, Attorney General and 
Speaker of the Ohio House, has been mentioned as a 


possible gubernatorial candidate. He is scheduled to 
arrive in the states on or about Dec. 4. And according 
to press rts, he plans to practice law in his home- 


town, Mechanicsburg. 

Taft, incidentally, was in the city to confer with 
Aggrey over a Medicaid problem at the Cuyahoga 
County Community Hospital involving a $1 million dif- 
ference between the Welfare Dept. and the hospital. it 
was after the conference that he paid the courtesy 
call to The CALL & POST Columbus office. 

Although Rhodes is holding his future political 
plans close to his chest, Taft obviously feels that it 
would be to his advantage to get a headstart In any 
candidate sweepstakes in case Rhodes retires to 
private life in 1978.

Time For A New Realism 


As | travel around the country and talk to people 
especially in the black community, about the coming 
Carter Administration, I'm increasingly disturbed by 
what appears to be a lack of realism. 

Conscious of the debt owed to the black vote by 
President-elect Carter, too sg people expect 
miracles to come to pass after January 20. Some 
seriously believe their local councilman, who's a nice 
fellow, will be named Secretary of State. Others think 
they just have to sit back and wait until golden horn 
of plenty is emptied by Washington, full of money and 
programs that will end poverty and discrimination 
overnight. 

It's not going to happen. ’ 

This is no time for flights of fancy, it's time for 
serious thought and developing strategies to get the 
programs black people and all poor people need. And 
it's time for a new realism that helps us understand 
the way our government works and the way we can 
influence it. 

No matter how concerned the President-elect m 
be about race relations — and there's ample evidenc 
that he’s very much concerned about improving It 
the fact remains that once he gets to the Whit 

- House he will face the immense political pressur 
from various groups that will influence his decision 

And It's very. possible that these pressures and t 
necessary compromises that are part of the demo 
cratic process may make it expedient for him to de 
programs of vital importance to black ple. 

So this is hardly the time to relax and wait for t 
fruite of black political support for the Carter can 
didacy to fall. Instead, It Is time to bring pressure tc 
bear on the President-elect and the key peop 
around him to make sure that Cabinet, sub-Cabi 
and regulatory agency posts go to appointees wha 
will favor social reforms. And it’s time to prepare pro 
gram proposals and public policy positions to presen 
to the new Administration, and also to start now tc 
build the alliances that will get those proposal 


passed. 

The new realism also should recognize that govern 
ment action is not enough. Even if everything blac 
people want passes the Administration and Congress 
we'll still face formidable barriers. We can't let our 
selves fall into the same trap-as in the 1960's whe 
federal activism resulted in raised expectation 
followed by deepened bitterness and frustration. 

We can't look to Washington alone when th 
private sector has so far to go to satisy legitima 
economic needs. If we dump it all on Washington 
that just helps get the private sector off the hook. 

And black people have to keep our own house | 
order too, Yes, the President and the Congress ha 
to pass job-creation legislation, but realism demand 
that the President and the Congress can't go to t 
employment centers for us, they can’t take the job 
training for us, and they can't learn the skills for u 

Wishful thinking has to give way to a new realli 
that understands the need for exercising our respon 
sibilities to ourselves and to our communities. 

We've got to organize the black community to im 
prove the schools our children go to, clean up t 
neighborhoods we live in and make our streets 
from crime gro That will take help fro 
Washington and state and local governments in th 
form of funds for education, housing and communi 
crime prevention, but It also requires community in 
volvement and responsibility. 


The hgh and private sectors can do much to 
move structural barriers to our progress, to help 
end discrimination and partially compensate for it 
and they can a framework in which biac' 
people can finally bury their chains, but they can't 
and won't — do it all.

South Africa's whites 
have strong economic 
reasons for wanting to 
maintain their grip on the 
country. They are trying to 
justify themselves by 
arguing that they were in 
the area first. It is true that 
Dutch settlers came there 
300 years ago, but it is not 
true that blacks appeared 
afterward. 

There were Bantu 
people in the agricultural 
areas of South Africa a 
century and a half before 
the first Dutch settlers 
founded Cape Town in 
1652. Other black groups, 
the Hottentots and 
Bushmen, were there too, 
some as long as 2,000 
years ago. 

The whites’ arguments 

to justify their minority rule 
are fictions. Their strategy 
for keeping power is a 
, tough reality. It depends 
on two basic policies. The 
first is to deny all political 
rights to blacks. The 
second is to “divide and 
keep conquered."’ This 
.part of the system is a 
major obstacle to black 
advancement. 

Here is how the 
government keeps the 
people disunited. First, 
through apartheid, it 
segregates alli racial 
groups. There are separate 
living areas, separate 
schools, and universities 
for whites, blacks, 
coloreds, and Asians. 

The coloreds (mixed) get 
somewhat better treatment 
than the blacks — better 
jobs and less severe 
restrictions in everyday 
life. The most important 

. part of the policy is the 
setting up of “national 
homelands" for blacks. 

The government claims 
that these homelands, 
called “Bantustans,” are 
based on tribal divisions. 


Their territory altogether is ~. 


only 14 percent of South 
Africa, and the Bantustans 
cut this 14 percent into 
many small areas. These 
territorial divisions foster 
political rivalries, which is 
what the government 
wants. 

In addition, the 
Bantustans allow the 
government to abolish civil 
rights for blacks. The 
government decreed in 
1970 that blacks are not 
citizens of the Republic of 
South Africa but citizens of 
their Bantustans. 

The Bantustans are an 
application of an old 
device used by the former 
colonial. governments. On 
today’s map of Africa you 
see small countries where 
larger units could have 
been established. -The 
larger units would have 
made better sense. 

They would have been 
more efficient eco- 
nomically, and better

“You mean you 
can't wait till recess or 
lunch?” She asked them. 
“No,” came the reply, “We 
need help.” ~ 

So for a number of 
weeks now the 120 seventh 
and eighth graders at the 
school have attended an 
assembly once a week to 
hear a lung specialist, a 
neck surgeon and a 
psychologist talk about 
smoking. 

Twice a week, the 38 
students who signed up for 
help in quitting smoking 
attended “Rap Groups" 
given by a_ local 
counseling center. “Most 
youngsters at. this age 
group smoke from peer 

pressure. It's the ‘in’ thin 
to do,” Or. Morgan said. 
“Sophisticated people 
smoke, they think, and they 
want to be a little more 
grown up.” (NNPA)

True, there are real tribal 
differences.

Blacks have 
organized major 
industrials strikes and 
have won pay boosts.

Why Is AGirl Like J. Orr Riding In A Police Car?

percent women under my 
command,” Jackson has 
been quoted. 

But does the police 
department treat the 
women equally? Officer 
Orr answers: 

“When | first went on 
permanent assignment, | 
believe they had ‘boy’ calls 
and ‘girl’ calls. That is, the 
dispatchers would know 
which cars were women 
and which were men, and 
they would avoid sending 
women on any kind of call 
that seemed potentially 
dangerous — you know, 
like a shooting or 
something like that. 

“But that seems to have 
«changed. Now, they assign 
us pretty much according 
to availability and location, 
like they should do. So, if 
there's a report of a man 
with a gun at a location 
two blocks away from me, 
they're not going to send 
in a car from four blocks 
away with a man in it just 
because I'm a woman.” 

Orr allows that the 
masculinist structure of the 
police department is not 
something that can change 
overnight. Racism, too, 
lives within the police 
department as it does 
within all other American 
institutions. ; 

“But | would have to 
givé them — the top brass - 
- credit for working hard to 
bring about the kind of 
changes that are 
necessary to make the 
department conform to 

tuday’s world,” Orr said. 

As for the job itself, Orr 
said she finds it 

challenging and etimula- 
ting with some minor 
reservations. 

“Like all jobs, it has its 

‘ drawbacks. The hours are 
not prasenyy | what | 
would choose, if | had the 


' choice. Your social life cat- 


ches hell: you cannot 
maintain the same kind of
